It is the 
leading distributor of the world’s news 
throughout the United Kingdom, In- 
cidentally, its estimate of the value of a 
man’s speeches is a sure criterion of his 
place in politics, for the “P.A. '” does its 
business with an almost awe-inspiring im- 
partiality.

report, you have, indeed, “arrived.” The 
“ P.A. ' came into existence when the 
telegraphs were acquired by the State in 
January, 1870. We print elsewhere an 
account of the enormous development of 
the telegraph service during the last fifty 
years. Science, keeping pace with 
organisation, has achieved miracles of 
economy and speed; and to-day the tele- 
graph system is @ vital factor in the com- 
munications of the general public, the con- 
duct of commerce, and the production of 
newspapers. Of these three interests the 
last is, perhaps, even more dependent on 
the efficiency of the telegraphs than the 
other two. Apart from local reports, lead- 
ing articles, and letters to the editor, 
nearly every word that is published in a 
daily newspaper has come over the wires. 
If a private or commercial telegram is 
delayed unduly in transmission, the 
sufferers are few. If an important Press 
telegram is delayed, whole. legions are 
afflicted. Bad telegraphy is nearly as 
grave a matter for the newspapers as a 
bad air-pipe ‘f.. a deep-sea diver. We 
write feelingly on this subject. A jubilee 
ought to be an occasion for unmixed con- 

tion, but we cannot congratulate 
the Post Office Telegraph Department on 
its recent and present dealings with the 
Irish Press. During the four years of war 
national necessity, like charity, covered a 
multitude of sins; but, since the war 
ended, there has been little, if any, im: 
provement. The unprotected state of the 
telegraph wires on the Welsh coast is an 
ancient grievance which threatens, in spite 
of repeated protests, to become stil] more 
ancient.

Gross Profits. 


Jt has been decided in the London 
courts that a retail boot merchant can 
make a gross profit of 33 per cent. on the 
sale of a pair of shoes without the risk 
of being’ branded as a “ profiteer.’’ The 
facts of the case are simple. In November, 
1918, a retailer purchased two dozen pairs 
of ladies’ shoes at a price that worked out 
at about £1 5s. 7d. a pair on the invoice 
price. A year later he sold a pair of these 
shoes for £1 18s. 6d., which gave him a 
profit of about 33 per cent. The purchaser 
complained to the local tribunal, and a 
prosecution was ordered. For the defence 
it was argued that the amount of profit 
j was not unreasonable. It was pleaded 
Í that in all cases only the net profit can 

be taken into consideration, and evidence 
was given to show that, if the retailer's 
| overhead charges were allowed for, the 
| customer paid only 13 per cent. more than 
| the merchant paid to the wholesaler. The 
Court accepted this view, and decided that 
the words “rate of profit ” in the 
“Profiteering” Act really mean “ per- 
" In. some quarters the theory 
held that “rate” meant 
“amount,” and that under no cireum- 
stances could a,trader’s profit exceed that 
which was made on a similar transaction 
in pre-war days. If that contention needed 
a quietus, it has got it.

MAINTENANCE DURING WINTER. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The Department of Agriculture and Techni- 
eal Instruction for Ireland authorise the pub- 
lication gf the following announcement :— 

The reguiations at present in force for the 
control of butter in Ireland will continue un- 
changed until the close of the period of winter 
scarcity; that is to eay, export will continue 
to be prohibited except under licence, and the 
maximum contro! retail price of 3s. 2d. per Ib, 
will be maintained. As a provision for the 
period in question, the Department had 
arranged with the trade to place a supply of 
butter in cold storage estimated to be sufficient 
for the needs of Ireland during the winter 
months. This mainly is the supply which will 
he the subject of control during this period. 
| When supplies again begin to be plentiful in 
| spring, and a surplus is available for export, 
| the Department will take steps with a view to 
| the producers to secure fuil advantage 
| of the free market in Great Britain for their 
i export while making reasonable provision for 
the wants of the Irish consumers. 


AN OVERDUE DUNDALK 
STEAMER, 


Some anxiety is felt in Dundalk regarding the 
safety of the Dundalk and Newry Steampacket 
Company's steamer Iveagh. She ‘eft Liverpool 
on Saturday for Dundalk with a general cargo. 
‘As she had not arrived up to yesterday, the 
owners telegraphed to ports on the Welsh coast 
esking for information. Last night a telegram 
wes received from Anglesea stating that a 
steamer closely resembling the Iveagh was 
sheltering at anchor off the coast, but the coast- 
guard were unable to ascortain the vessel's 
name. The crew of the Iveagh belong to Newry 
and Dundalk. 


RAILWAY LEADERS TO VISIT 
IRELAND. 


The Press Association learns that the Rail- 
waymen'’s Negotiating Committee will meet in 
Dublin on Thursday morning for the purpose of 
commencing the wages negotiations for the 
workers employed on the Irish railways.

The presence of Lord French in London 
is said to be due to a desire to discuss 
matters in Ireland with the Prime 
Minister and the Cabinet, of which, it 
must be remembered, the Lord Lieutenant 
is a member, the Chief Secretary being his 
“ alternate,’’ as they say in the City. 

Mr. Macpherson has returned to London 
refreshed by his holiday in the winter sun- 
shine at Beaulieu. It is stated that there 
is no foundation for the report that he in- 
tends to resign. 

The writer of a “ Londoner's Diary im 
the Evening Standard to-day says that 
the Labour members are in doubt whether 
to make nationalisation or nationalism the 
test question in their fight with the 
Government next session, and I under- 
stand that the party meeting to decide on 
policy will hear a good deal of argument 
against nationalisation as a fighting policy 
at the present time. The Nationalist 
Party, or what is left of it, wants the 
Labour men to make Ireland the big issue 
in Parliament, but the miners insist that 
coal, rather than Home Rule, must be the 
real issue. 

It is said—I have no doubt truthfully— 
that the Government would like to see Mr. 
Barnes Minister of Labour. That would 
relieve them of two difficulties—the absence 
of any representation of Labour in the 
Cabinet and the difficulty of providing an 
efficient substitute for Sir Robert Horne 
when, as is expected, he succeeds Sir Auck- 
land Geddes at the Board of Trade. But, 
I am afraid, the probability of Mr. Barnes s 
accepting the post is rather remote. He 
would hardly have insisted on leaving the 
Ministry if he were ready to return to if 
so soon in another capacity. 

The latest volume of Mr. Wilfrid 
Blunt's “ Diaries" chronicles some amus- 
ing indiscretions by Mr. Churchill regard- 
ing his colleagues in the Cabinet. Mr. 
Asquith is described as “a very simple- 
minded man, very ingenuous, but he has a 
wonderful talent for work.” Mr. Balfour, 
on the other hand, “is in his nature hard ; 
he could be cruel. I call him wicked. He 
is very courageous, the most courageous 
man alive.’ This conception of Mr. Bal- 
four as a “crue! ” man is peculiar to Mr. 
Churchill, and is, perhaps, due to an old 
grudge inherited from his father, Lord 
Randolph. “Tt amounts to an obsession, 
for, several years ago, Mr. Churchill was 
talking in the same strain to a friend of 
mine, and declared that “ Arthur would 
cheerfully order me to instant execution.” 

There will be a good deal of relief among 
the friends of Lord Milner and the mem- 
bers of his Commission if the report that 
thé mission is returning to London to com- 

lete its deliberations should turn out to 
be correct. It was known that, in the 
resent state of feeling among the 
gyptian extremists, the members of the 
mission were taking their lives in their 
hands in visiting the country. They have 
doné alt they reasonably cowld to get into 
touch with native opinion, but have been 
subjected to a hnycott which has prevented 
them from negotiating directly with the 
“Young Egypt "’ leaders. It would, there- 
fore, be foolish to allow them to run any 
further risk. 

Dr. Collison, for so many years a friend 
and partner of Mr. Percy French, has died 
suddenly, a few days after his friend. His 
popularity as a writer and singer of de- 
lightful Irish songs was great. He had 
always a most enthusiastic reception when 
he appeared. Prior to the war he used 
to travel to the Continental health resorts, 
giving concerts in aid of various charities, 
and Ae met him in several out-of-the- 
way places. Once, on a very hot Sunday 
afternoon, in a long lane at Bellaggio, I 
saw a clergyman advancing towards me 
looking at the scenery. I was passing by 
when, calling me by name, he inquired 
how the Irish Times was doing, and re- 
vealed himself as Dr. Collison. Apart 
from his work as an entertainer, Dr. 
Collison was an earnest, hard-workin 
padre, who did excellent work in severa 
poor parishes.

FINES IMPOSED BY 
MAGISTRATES. 

‘The Committee appointed to inquire into the 
question of the decline of dairying held a 
further sitting at the offices of the Department 
of Agriculture, and Technical Instruction in

Mr. R. Poole Wilson, oe ares geen 
tor, De ment of Agriculture, was —re- 
ba gen dealt with various matters con- 
nected with dairying. He laid emphasis on the 
necessity for a proper eu If 
water was hard to get oO pr 
over and over again, and ¢ 
obiainable. It ea | be to the interest of 
creameries, he said, to enable farmers to enk 
wells, The production of clean milk did not 
require a lot of expensive utensils. Cieanli- 
ness ih the cows theméelvés wae also weces- 
sary. A cow should be groomed as well as a 
horse, and it did not require a great deal of 
labour if done daily. He thought that n ost of 
the ¢erious contamination of milk .ame from 
dirty or imperfectly cleaned utensils. In addi- 
tion to being cleaned with water the utensils 
should be sealded, and they should te ‘allowed 
to dry themselves. 

As to the question of milk cooling, »)iness 
advocated absolute chilling, but that cou.d not 
be done in this country. All the ordinary small 
farmer could do was to cool to the temperature 
of the water available. If it were afterwards 
chilled at the creameries it could be sent frem 
any part of the country to the cities, emi it 
would keep for two or three days if clean. 
There should be some scheme of winter classes 
where farmers and empioyés could be ‘nstructed 
on the necessity for adopting many of those 
points in the care of milk. 

THE BEST MILKERS. 

Asked by Mr. Anderson if he had any views 
as to the superiority or otherwise of the woman 
milker over the man milker, witness replied 
that he had not. He had seen good milkers of 
both sexes, but, after all, he thought that a 
woman was more inclined to do the work gently, 
and was not so rough as a man. He agreed that 
the conditions for milkers should be improved 
and made more attractive. 

Replying to Mr. Bradley, witness said that it 
would be for the Wages Board to fix a certain 
wage for a certified milker. The farmer would 
be sutisfied that a man who had a certificate at 
ene time knew his work, but whether he car- 
ried it out properly would depend on himself. 
For the transit of milk by rail vans were re- 
quired which would prevent external heat get- 
ting in, and, if possible, a small store of ice 
should be carried, or a compresser driven from 
the axle would do equally well, 

Witnéss next dealt with the system of payment 
for milk according to quality, and said that at 
the present time the man in the city with the 
rich milk was only paid the same price aa the 
man with the poor milk, It would, he said, do 
away with a great many of the‘ difficulties of 
the Food and Drugs Act if a system were 
adopted whereby the dairyman should display 
on his cans a jabel showing what percentage of 
fats the milk in each contained. From a food 
point of view separated milk was grossly under- 
valued. 

On the question of testing the milk, witness 
said that he would like to see all the glassware 
used for that purpose tested, and that those who 
carried out the tests should pass on examina- 
tion. As to the desirability of amentling the 
existing eow-testing scheme so as to provide 
under it for the establishment of associations 
with a minimum of 50 cows he said that he was 
in favour of 1t if he could get the money to do 
it. However desirable the thing might be it 
would be foolish to recommend a lot of things 
when he knew it was impossible to get the 
money.

| in September, 1917, to 2s. per Ib. thie year, 
FINES IN CORK. 

Mr. Bradley eaid that they would remember 
that Mr. Starkie, R.M., Cork, wrote sometime 
ago to the secretary asking that he should con- 
tradict a statement made in connection with 
the fines that were being imposed in Cork for 
convictions for deficiency of fat in milk. He 
(Mr. Bradley) made a general etatement, 
and was reported’ as having said that in 
Cork they were only imposi fines of 
ls im such cases. Mr. Starkie had supplied a 
list of convictions for two years, from which it 
appeared that the lowest fine was 2s. 6d. instead 
of ls. He was glad to have the opportunity of 
making the correction. The highest fine he 
observed from the list was £10, and the next 
£7. Very few fines reached £5, all being be- 
tween that and 2s. 6d. Ha still held that these 
fines in Mr. Starkie’s court were entirely in- 
adequate to deter fraudulent practices of this 
kind. The “greatest meonsistency appeared to 
exist in the actions of magistrates in inflicting 
fines. For instance, a person who sold milk 
deficient of 45 per cent. of fat was fined 5s.; an- 
other person who had 8 per cent. deficiency in 
fat was fined 40s..cA woman was fined £1 for 
selling milk deficient 50 per cent. in fat, 10 
per cent. in solids, and ll per cent. added 
water, and this was done on the ground that 
she was a poor woman. That a person like that 
should be allowed deliberately to slay innocent 
children passed his comprehension. Take a 
comparison, At Doneaster two persons for 
adulterating milk were recently fined £100 each, 
and, in addition, one was sentenced~to three 
months’ imprisonment. He was glad that Mr. 
tSarkie had given him the opportunity of draw- 
img attention to the wretched fines imposed in 
his court, The magistrates, with the exception 
of a few like Mr. Lupton, were affording no 
protection to the poor and infant life with 
regard to the purity of milk supplied which they 
could do by imposing fines which would deter 
ee persons from siaying felpless chil- 

en. 


EDUCATION. 

Discussing the questidn as to the necessity for 
the education of producers, distributors and 
consumers, witness said that in connection with 
the care of milk by farmers it might be advia- 
able to have a staff who could be sent round the 
various farms and show the farmer how to 
produce clean milk with the conditions prevail- 
ing at his farm. Farmers might also be in- 
structed how to use their surplus milk, which 
often went to stock, in the manufacture of soft 
cheeses. The staffs of creameries wanted means 
to obtain education in their particular work. As 
to the distributors, he was personally strongly 
in favour of the municipalisation of milk sup- 
plies in cities and towns. He did not think that 
the distribution could be worse than at pre- 
sent, and this would ‘elp to improve it. Con- 
sumers also wanted to be taught how to take 
care of milk in the house. They would further 
have to realise it cost sore to produce milk in 
winter than in the summer, and that the 
winter price should be higher than the summer 
price.The present course of training for creamery 
managers was good, but not good enough.

ESTHONIA AND SOVIET RUSSIA. 
A Reval telegram, dated Monday, says:-- 
The Peace Treaty concluded between Soviet 
Russia end Esthonia unreservedly ises the 
latter’s independence, and renounces for ever 
all rights of sovereignty over it. In the event of 
the neutrality of Esthonia being internation- 
ally recognised, Soviet Russia will be bound to 
participate in upholding Esthonian neutrality. 
Russia is to pay Esthonia 15,000,000 roubles in 
gold, and no custome or transit charges will be 
fixed for goods passing through the territory of 
either party. Esthonia will receive a conces- 
sion for the construction of a railway between 
Moscow and the Esthonian frontier, eas well 
as permission to purchase one million dessiat- 
ines (about 2) million acres) of woodland, while

Telegraphing from Copenhagen on Tuesday, 
Reuter’s Correspondent says:—M. Litvinoff has 
told the Social Demokraten that he believed 
that the peace with Esthonia would prove to 
be the first step to peace with a number of 
other States.

THE MURDER OF MR. REOMOND. 

Continuing, Mr. Justice Moore said that the 
next incident to which the Chief Commissioner 
referred him was one in which a jury of their 
fellow-citizens brought in—and in his judgment 
rightly brought in—a verdict of wilful murder 
against some person or persons unknown. He 
referred to the murder of Assistant Commis- 
sioner Redmond. He had the privilege of 
knowing Mr. Redmond in the North of Ireland 
for many years. He met him frequently 
when he this lordship) was prosecutor in Bel- 
fast and in other capacities connected with his 
duty. He was a most inoffensive, conscientious, 
and amiable man. He came to Dublin, and was 
not here three weeks before he was foully 
murdered in the street. There was a band, or 
an association, of men who condemned their 
victim, like the Vehmgericht of the old days. 
He was a marked man, and he was stalked in 
the streets as if he were a wild beast, and 
under cover of dark he was shot from behind 
like a dog.

MR. ASQUITH AND IRELAND. 

Speaking at a meeting in the Memorial Hah 
in the evening, Mr. Asquith said that, having 
been in Paisley for more than a week, he felt 
fairly confident that the constituency was not 
going to abandon its old political faith. 
(Cheers.) We had an invasion of Paisley last 
night, he said, of the horse, foot, and artillery 
of the Labour Party. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
told us. Liberals, that we have been remiss 
about Russia and Ireland. I have denounced 
the action of the Government over Russia. Mr 
Macdonald also has the courage to say that the 
Labour Party is the only patty which has 4 
clean record with regard to Ireland. They have 
a clean record, because they have no record al 
all. The Liberal Party is the party which took 
up Home Rule in @ chivalrous spirit, and it ex: 
cluded them from office for the best part of the 
lifetime of a generation. Í have already said 
what the military compulsion has brought about 
in Ireland. Some of the Labour members were 
in the Government at the time, and by thelr 
action did. their best to spoil the chance of the 
gift of self-government to Ireland. Labout 
membere remained in the Government whils! 
the Government imposed this futile measure of 
conscription upon Ireland. Mr. Barnes, who W 
now leaving the Government for a reason that 
I do not understand, but which I think [ can 
conjectare, told us that owing to the overwhehn- 
ine sense of the national necessity they werd 
bound to have conscription, but thet simul- 
tancoudly there would be the gift of Home 
Rule. Yet it has mot come. That is their 
record. Mr. Smillie had told them what hi 
mines nationalisation preopesais were, but, said 
Mr. Asquith, Mr. Smillie’s scheme is bureaw 
cratic, whilet mine is democratic and associate? 
all concerned in the mines with their control. 

At the conclusion of the speech there wae con 
siderable heckling. Answering some of them, 
Mr. Asquith said that he did not recognise the 
so-called frish Republic. 

A questioner—Do you think de Valera is ar 
Irish Republican President or an Irish comedian? 

Mr. Asquith—I should say that he is neither 
one nor the other. (Laughter.)

The Chairman said—Gentlemen, if you will 
permit me, I should like to make a few remarks 
regarding the inception of this combination. 
For a long time past it has been well under- 
stood that we were backward in our standard- 
isation and mass production. Many of our 
great agricultural engineers, being exercised in 
their minds about the competition that they 
would have to face ia the future, met to see if 
it was possible to come to some équitable ar- 
rangement which would enable them not only to 
meet the competition abroad, but also the com- 
petition at home, and put themselves in such a 
position that the farmer both at home and in 
our Colonies should not be placed in the hands 
of foreign manufacturers and have to pay what- 
ever price the foreigner liked to charge. . They 
felt—and I think we will all agree with them— 
that if they went in for the most modern 
methods of standerdisation and mass production 
they need not fear any competition from any 
quarter. The combination eliminated unfair 
jealousy between firms; it enabled us by the 
power of the capital bebind us to buy the best 
brains that we could get in the country and de- 
velop the best brains within our own companies. 
You may think, perhaps, that in the reduction 
of the valuation of the assets we were a little 
drastic; this, however, was not a company- 
promoting business in any sense of the word, 
but an amalgemation of great interests for the 
defence of those interests and for the great 
production that is required in this country to 
meet the present situation. Jt is admitted by 
those who are in close touch with the situation 
that if we had gone all over the world we could 
not have adopted a simpler end more trans 
parently honest method of combining these 
firms together. They were not allowed any 
goodwill; there were no promotion expenses, 
and I think that so far as the cost of bringing 
this company out was concerned we nearly 
created a record. 

OUTPUT TO BE LARGELY INCREASED. 
So successful have the Board been in dealing 
with the different phases of the situation that 
I can say to-day that the lines of mass produc- 
tion in each works have been carefully planned 
and laid out, and I ean assure you that our 
own idea within the next year or two 'ie to in- 
crease our output, not twofold or fourfold, but 
about sevenfokd. (Applause.) We contend that 
by standardisation end mass production we 
shall employ at least double as many workmen 
as have ever been employed in this industry. 
(Renewed applause.) We shall do our best to 
help the situation regarding exchange by pro- 
ducing manufactures in this country instead of 
importing them. I remember on one occasion 
sitting with the greatest captain of industry of 
the age, I believe, in New York, when the 
Americans were boasting of their suceess in 
regard to what fhey had accomplished.
